C AMERICA'S MOST POPULAR COMPUTER IN 1982? It was the pint-sized Timex-Sinclair 
1000! More than 600,000 were shipped in the United States last year. (Sinclair says they — 
manufacture a. one every 10 seconds!) In second place was the Commodore VIC-20 (400,000) - 
followed closely by the Texas Instruments 99/4A which was greatly assisted by a reduction to 
$199! (It sold for $1150 in 1979!) The leader in 1981 was Atari which ended up in fourth place 
(300,000) last year! The Radio Shack Color Computer (200,000) was fifth. Personal computing 
exploded to a 600% increase in 1982! But the Apple II was not among the leaders! A big 
surprise - but it still is the second most widely held home computer due to prior year sales. 
The VIC-20 is the all time leader We predicted this nearly two years ago! (See Vol. 3 Issue 11.) 


TEXAS_INSTRUMENTS WARNS PUBLIC OF POTENTIAL SHOCK HAZARD TI recently 
announced that it has discovered a defect in the power transformer of their highly popular TI 
99/4A which could cause overheating. A special no cost fused cord is being provided current 
owners who have returned the warranty card - or you can call (toll free) to 1-800-858-4565 or 
1-800-527-3550 to request one. Many stores are taking the 99/4A off sale until the problem is 
remedied. Texas Instruments also announced a new round of price cuts ($48.00) on the machine! 
(TI stock dropped more than 10 points when they made the shock hazard problem public.) 


There is now a stampede to get 3-1/2 inch disk drives adopted by the American National 
Standards Institute (ANSI) as a recognized industry standard! Twelve manufacturers of magnetic 
media and drives said the new standard will lower manufacturing and retail costs and allow a 
wider distribution to the microcomputing public. A standards committee recommended the drive 

*™ be "plug compatible" with current minidisk products and have 40/80 track single/double sided 

/formats "allowing a 1M byte capacity on an 80 track, double-sided diskette". Media and drive 
manufacturers on the committee included such name makers as Verbatim, BASF Systems, 

Memorex, Shugart... among others. The new drives measure only 1-1/2"H X 4"W X 6-1/2"D and 

are particularly adaptable to portable computers where compact placement and weight is 

important. They will cost in the $250 range. IBM Qwho frequently does things "their way") is

It is the hope of all of 
us involved in the convention that you, as editor, will make this information know 
to not only your members but to as many hams as possible in your area. For now, we 
hope that the attraction of the beach, the arcades, -the many shops and tourist 
benefits will make your weekend in Seaside-a very enjoyable experience.

Following this month's quarterly TELECONFERENCE RADIO NET » carried locally 
by the 147.32 South Saddle repeater, Dave Simpson, N7AHT, asked for some more 
information on how this monunentous event was pulled off. 

I say monunentous, because ARRL President Vic Clark, W7KFC, set a new world 
record in addressing the largest number of amateurs at one time in the his tery 
of the hobby, Some 65 repeaters were involved in the Program which began at 5:30 pin 
local Lime and lasted well after 7. 

The concept of bringing experts to the nam community via two meter repeater 
interconnect was begun several years ago by the Long Island Mobile Amateur Radio 

% and the professional electrical engineering group, IEEE. The idea was to 
sent technical lectures on new concepts to the ham community. 

The Honeywell Amateur Radio Club in Minneapolis became involved and began 
sponsoring the lectures and making them available to repeater groups across the 
country. They enlisted the aid of Lou Apple, K@UNQ, of Darone. Inc. , who provided 
the multi-point teleconference bridge used to tie al). the phone lines toye ther. 

Repeater groups and clubs pay for the line charges from their respective 
control points to Minneapolis. This can amoynt to quite a bit considering the 
length of time. We have the Tektronix Amateur Radio Club and the Amateur Radio 
Relay Group to thank for underwriting this expense in our area. 

With all the repeaters hooked together via the Darome bridge, the speaker 
is also connected. Rick Whiting, W@TN, of the Honeywell Club serves as net 
contro! and moderator and keeps everything running smoothly and as close to 
schedule as possible. 


The feeds to the repeaters are via wireline telephone circuits which are 


usually fed to the repeater via the control station, in our case, Dale Justice, K7WWR, 


Dale hed originally been feeding another repeater in Eugene, as well at South Saddle 
when one of his rigs stopped transmitting. There were a few furious moments while 
Dale switched everything around and got things going again. 

8y using either repeacer's autopatch facility or patching the output into the 
phone circuit at the control station, the hams can ask the speaker questions. This 
is done city by city at various points during the net by the net control. This 
worked quite well, and we all heard AB90 ask Vic if the ARRL had wany plans to 
do any modifications to the DXCC Honor Roll program to possibly allow some of the 
rare DX stations to get on the air without encountering pileups each time. 

Dale said some of the questions were hard to hear because some of tne other 
repeater groups did not send the audio down the phone line at a high enough level 
to allow the Darome bridge to work properly. If the levels are right, then it 
sounds great... just like each person is right there on the repeater with you. 

The South Saddle repeater was one of the first to get in on the national nets. 
Last year, there were only about 15 machines linked to hear W5TLW's talk about 
compressing video signals. With the interest in no-code and other hot topics 
this year, the list of repeaters wanting to get in on the action to hear Vic 
grew daily.
